The 8t. P aul Carnival of 
this year 
was a 
wonderful success. 
The Ice P al­ 
ace is literally a “ Thing of b eauty ,” and 
attracts m any thousands of visitors, be­ 
sides the m ultitude of clubs drawn around 
it, when the assau lts are made. 
The first g reat public 
dem onstiation 
w as on the arrival of the Ice King (I>r. 
M urphy). 
From every 
section 
of the 
country sig htseers had gathered to wit­ 
ness 
the 
entrance 
of the 
Ice 
King. 
The 
weather 
was 
m ost 
propitous; 
the day, 
thoug h 
cloudy, 
being 
mild, 
with no wind stirring. 
The line of march, 
from Rice Park through the 
principal 
streets to the ice Palace, was throng ed 
with a m ass of human beings th at one 
could with difficulty 
pass 
throug h. 
An 
estim ate of the rrowd along the streets 
is placed 
at 
4 0 ,0 0 0 —a 
figure 
th at 
is 
considered 
very 
conservative. 
The 
streets 
and 
pavem ents 
were crow del 
to an uncom fortable degree, and at every 
window a sm all audience was 
gathered. 
Trees, awnings and lam p p osts were m o­ 
nopolized by men and boys everywhere, 
while the number of sleighs and 
other 
vehicles on runners th at were used as 
coignes de vantag e com pletely blocked the 
intersections of the cross streets along the 
line of march. 
The decorations were al­ 
m ost perfect. 
Proceeding to the city hall, am id cheers 
from a thousand throats, the regal tr tin 
halted before the entrance of the building, 
and King Rorealis demanded the keys of 
the palace, saying: 
I, as king of this empire, dem and the 
keys which guard the rampart* of yonder 
palace. 
City A ttorney Murray, acting m ayor in 
the absence of M ayor Rice, then replied 
with humble mien. 
Chief of Police Clark then handed tw o

The Abandoned Military Reservation*. 


W ashing ton Special:—The secretary of 
the interior ha3 directed the com missioner 
of the general land office to survey ami 
plat, preparatory to appraisem ent and 
sale, ail of the land embraced in the ab an ­ 
doned m ilitary reservations which have 
been turned over to the custody of the in­ 
terior departm ent under the act of J une ii, 
1884. 
The order directs that as each res­ 
ervation is surveyed and platted it shall 
be at once so reported to the departm ent, 
th at appraisers m ay be appointed and the 
lands ottered for sale a t as early a day 
as possible. 
It is stated that these 
res­ 
ervations 
cover 
an 
area of 700,0(10 
acres 
and 
includes 
som e 
of the 
choicest agricultural lands in the state* 
and territories in which they are located. 
The follow ing is a list of the reservations 
embraced in the secretary’s order:

Ad Ugly In i. 
The scene at St. Francis Catholic 
church last Sunday morning was one 
that was not altogether creditable to the 
participants, and one that should not 
hav e happened. The principals in the 
disturbance were Rev . T. A. Vaudry and 
Rev . Francis Watry. Since the trial of 
the famous 
Vaudry-Turgcon adultery 
case in which the former was acquitted, 
Father Vaudry’s faculties as priest lmv c 
been suspended by the Bishop, and as lie 
claims 
under the canonical law he 
should hav e been restored to his pre­ 
v ious standing long before this, hut as 
the Bishop at St. Cloud has refused to 
do this, he has appealed to Rome by 
sending a priest to personally represent 
him and present his case. 
Since the 
prev ious trouble Rev . Father Watry has 
been in charge of the church. On Sat­ 
urday latt howev er, Father Vaudry made 
up his rriind to resume his rights at St. 
Francis church which lie claimed were 
unjustly held 
from him under 
this 
church law which “ mak es a sentence a 
nullity pending an appeal,” and In ac­ 
cordance with a common consent ob­ 
tained at a meeting held Wednesday 
ev ening prev ious, iu company with three 
or four of Ins church members and fol­ 
lowers he repaired to Father W atry’s resi­ 
dence to notify him and prepare for 
mass next morning. According to the 
statement of the gentlemen who were 
present a v ery exciting time ensued in 
which hot words passed between the two 
priests which ended up in Father Wat- 
ry’s telling Father Vaudry to go ahead 
and he would go to St. Cloud Monday. 
But this did not end the matter. 
When 
the people went to attend mass the next 
morning they could not get in and soon 
a large crowd had congregated in front 
of the church. 
When a

Father Vaudry ask ing him by what right

n ot slow in com ing back at us. and the 
grand roar of nearly the whole artillery 
Of both arm ies burst in on the silence 
alm ost as suddenly as the full notes 
Of an organ could fill a church. 
“The artillery of Ewell’scrop s, how ­ 
ever, took Only 
a sm all 
part, 
I 
believe, in 
this, as they were to o 
far 
aw ay 
around 
the 
tow n. 
Som e of them mic'nt, nave done good 
service from positions between Hill 
and Ewell, enfilading the batteries 
fighting us. 
The opportunity to do 
th a t was the single advantage, in our 
having 
the exterior lino 
to 
com ­ 
pensate for all its disadvantage. 
But 
Our line was so far extended th a t all 
of it was not well studied, and the 
officers of each corps had no op p ortu ­ 
nity to exam ine each other’s ground 
for chances of co-operative work. 
“The enem y’s position seemed to 
have broken ou t with guns every­ 
where, and from Round T op to Ceme­ 
tery Hill was blazing like a volcano*

The severity of the 
fire may be illustrated by the casual­ 
ties in my own b attalion , under Maj. 
linger. 
“ Be* ore the cannonade Opened I had 
made up m y mind to give 
P ickett 
the order 
to 
advance 
within 
fif­ 
te e n or tw enty m inutes alter it began. 
But when I looked a t the full de­ 
velopment. of the enem y’s batteries, 
and knew th a t his infantry was g e n ­ 
erally protected 
from oiir flre 
by 
stone walls nnd swells Oi the ground, 
I could not bring m yself to give the 
word. 
It seemed m adness to launch 
infantry nto that fire, with nearly 
three quarters of a mile to go in the 
m idday July sun. 
1 let the fifteen 
minute's pass, t wenty, and twenty-five, 
hoping vainly for som ething to turn 
up. 
Then I wrote to Pickett: ‘If yen 
are com ing a t all you m ust com e at 
Once, or I can n ot give you proper 
support; but the enem y’s fire has not 
slackened at all; at least eighteen 
guns are still firing from the cemetery 
itself.’ 
Five m inutes 
after sending 
th at mesenge the enem y’s fire sudden­ 
ly began to slacken, and the guns in 
the cem etery limbered tip and vacated 
the position. 
“We Confederate* often did *iuh 
things as th a t to save our am m uni­ 
tion for use against infantry, but I 
had never before seen the Federal* 
withdraw their trims to save them up 
for the infantry fight. 
80 I said, ‘Iflie 
does not run fresh b a tte n o in therein 
five m inutes,this is our fight.’ I looked 
anxiously with my glass, and the five 
m inutes jwv-sed w ithout a sign of life 
on the deserted position,still swept by 
our fire, and littered with dead rnen 
and horses and fragment* of disabled 
carriages. 
Tiien I wrote Pickett, ur­ 
gently: 
‘F or G od's sake, com e quick. 
The eighteen gun« are gone; 
com e 
quick, or my am m unition w on’t let 
me support you properly.’ 
“ I afterw ards heard from others 
what took place with my first note to 
Pickett. 
“ P ickett 
took 
it 
to 
l*ori2*treet, 
1/Ongstrcet 
read 
it. 
and 
said 
nothing. 
P ickett 
said. 
‘General, 
shall 
I advance?’ 
Long- 
•■treet, knowing it had to l»e, hut 
un­ 
willing to give the word, turned his 
face aw ay. 
Pickett saluted arid said, 
’I am goit g to m ove forward, sir,’ gal­ 
loped off *0 his divison and imimsli- 
II tely put it in m otion. 
“ Longstreet, leaving his start, cam e 
out alone to w here I was. 
It w as theu 
ab out 1 10 p. m. 
I explained the sit­ 
uation. feeling then more hopeful, but 
afraid our artillery am m unition might 
not hold out f >r a!l we would want. 
Ixm gstreet said ,S top Pickett im m edi­ 
ately and replenish 
your am m uni­ 
tio n .’ 
I explaint- i that it would take 
to o long, and th*' en*my would recov­ 
er from the effect our tire was then 
having, and we had, m oreover, very 
little to replenish with. 
lo n g street 
said, *1 don’t want to make this a t­ 
tack. 
1 would stop it now but that 
Gen. !*et* ordered it and expects it. to 
go on. 
I d on ’t see how it can succeed.’ 
“ I listened but did not dare offer a 
word. 
The ha*tie 
was 
lost if 
we 
stopped. 
A m m unition was far to o 
low to try anything else, for we had 
been fighting three days. 
W hile I/ong- 
street 
was 
stiil speaking, P ick ett’s 
division swept on to? the wood and 
showed the full lengthof it* gray ranks 
and 
shining bayonets, as grand 
a 
sight as ever a man looked on. 
J o in ­ 
ing it on the left, Pettigrew stretched 
farther than 
I could *ee. 
Gen. Dick 
G arnett, iu^t out of the sick am bu­ 
lance, and buttoned up in an old blue 
overcoat, riding at tne head of his 
brigade, pa>>ed us and saluted Ixmg- 
street. 
G arnett w asa warm personal 
friend, and we had not met before tor 
m onths. We had served on the plains 
together before the war. 
I rode with 
him a short distance, and then we 
wished each other luck and a good 
bye which was out* last. 
“Then I rode down the line of guns, 
selecting such as had enough am m uni­ 
tion to follow P ick ett’s advance, and 
starting them after him a? fast as 
possible. 
I got, I think, fifteen 
or 
eighteen in all in a little while, and 
went with them . 
Meanwhile the in­ 
fantry had 110 sooner debouched on 
the plain thau all the enem y’s line, 
which had been nearly silent, broke 
out again with al! its batteries. 
T he 
eighteen guns were back in the cem e­ 
tery, and a storm of shell began burst­ 
ing over and am ong our infantry. 
All 
of our guns, silent as the infantry 
passed between them , reopened when 
the lines had got a couple of hundred 
yards aw ay, hut the enem y’s a rtil­ 
lery let us alone and fired only at the 
infantry. 
No one could hart looked 
a t th a t advance w ithout feeling proud 
of it. 
“ But as our supporting guns 
ad ­ 
vanced, we passed m any poor m an­ 
gled victim s left in its tram pled wake. 
A terrific infantry fire w as now opened 
upon P ickett, and a considerable force 
01 the enem y m oved out to attack the 
right flunk of his line. 
We halted, tin- 
limbered, and opened lire upon it. 
P ick ett’s men never halted, but open 
ed lire a t close range, swarm ed over 
the fences and am ong the enem y’s 
guns, were sw allow ed up in sm oke— 
and that was the last of them . 
The 
conflict hardly seemed to last 
five 
m inutes b e fr r e they were m elted aw ay 
sii 
only disorganized stragglers were 
com ing back put sued by a modera te 
fire. 
Ju st then W ilcox’s brigade pass­ 
ed by us, m oving to Pickett s support. 
There was 110 longer anything to sup­ 
port, and with the keenest pity at 
the useless w aste ot life I saw them 
advance. 
The men, as they passed us 
looked bewildered, as if they wondered 
what they were expected to do, or 
why they were there. 
They weresoon 
however, halted and m oved hack.”

In the neighborhood of F ayetteville is 
a section of country known as the 
W est Fork of W hite River, 
which,

has 
been 
the 
abode

characters,

Tbs Third Dsjr’s Fight st Gettjrsbarg-A (lr Aph Ie 
Story. 
In the January number of the Cen­ 
tury are articles on the third day’s 
fight at Gettysburg, by Gen. H. J. 
Hunt of the Illinios and Gen. E. P. 
Alexander ol the Confederate artillery 
From the latter’s account of Pickett’s 
Charge we quote as follows: “At exact­ 
ly I o’clock by my watch the two 
signal-guns were heard in quick suc­ 
cession. In another minute every 
gun was at work. The enemy were 
not slow in coming back at us, and the 
grand roar of nearly the whole artillery 
bf both armies burst in on the silence 
almost as suddenly as the full notes 
Of an organ could fill a church. 
“The artillery of Ewell’s crops, how­ 
ever, took Only a small 
part, 
I 
believe, in this, as they were too 
far 
away 
around 
the 
town. 
Some of them might nave done good 
service from positions between Hill 
and Ewell, enfilading the batteries 
fighting us. The opportunity to do 
that was the single advantage, in our 
having 
the exterior line 
to com­ 
pensate for all its disadvantage. 
Rut 
our line was so far extended that all 
of it was not well studied, and the 
officers of each corps had no opportu­ 
nity to examine each other’s ground 
for chartces of co-operative work.

They ogle 
rich girls through their English eye­ 
glasses and say, “Be Jowve, she’s 
bric-a-bracyo’ kneuw; she’s a pill, but 
her govnor’l sugar-coat her with a 
hundred thousand dot.” At, 6:3d the 
heartless parade is over and all gath­ 
ered at dinner and filled up with cam- 
pagne and burgundy. At 9 p. m. flir­ 
tations on cottage and hotel balco­ 
nies. Not genuine love and sentiment, 
but intrigues 
and 
heartless 
flirt­ 
ing. 
“At 11 p 
m. 
all 
rush 
to 
the 
Casino, 
Cads 
and 
dudes in 
swallow-tails, and old 
maids and 
worldly mothers in low necks and 
short sleeves. They dance, they whirl, 
they revolve, they bow, they wigglo 
and they romp. Old blase men sit in 
the galleries and chuckle as they use 
opera-glasses on low necks. Old wom­ 
en sit around as wall flowers, hold fans 
and opera-cloaks, and scold because 
they don’t know anyone. “Oh, but 
we are so exclusive!” At 1 a. m. music 
ceases. The beaux rush to the club- 
room to take their “night-caps” and 
smoke their cigarettes, while the wom­ 
en retire to the cloak-room to say 
sweet nothings or to whisper scandal 
and secrets about everybody not in 
their set. There is no love no real 
joy. It is a struggle for place—a fight 
for position. There are cuts and 
jealously, and hate and triumphs and 
defeats, but love and happiness are 
not here.

Union troops ar.d was sent for safe 
keeping to Fortress Monroe, which 
was at the time under the command of 
General Butler. Not long after T^ee 
had been taken word came that a cer­ 
tain Union officer who had been cap­ 
tured by the Confederates was to 
be hanged asa spy. General Butler 
was not long in making up his mir.d 
what to do. A flag of truce was im­ 
mediately sent to the prisoner’s fa­ 
ther, who was then commanding the 
forces of the enemy before Richmond, 
notifying him that if the Union man 
was hung then ‘Runy’ I^ee would pay 
the forfeit with his life. 
Accompany­ 
ing the letter from General Butler 
was one froih ‘Runy’ I>.*e himself to 
his father, in which he stated how 
he had been captured and was kept in 
close cofffineinent,being held as hostage 
for a man who had been captured by 
tlie Confederates and was in danger of 
hanging. 
It is need lees to add that 
orders were soon issued fratn the Con­ 
federate headquarters removing the 
sentence of death which hung over the 
head of the man captured by the Con­ 
federates. 
‘Runy’ Lee often alludes 
to the circumstance whenever he en­ 
counters any of the Union officers who 
were in charge of him at Fortress Mon­ 
roe. 
He now regards it less seriously 
than he did at the time.

W ashington Special:—The secretary of 
the interior b a i directed the com m issioner 
of the general land office to survey and 
plat, preparatory to appraisem ent and 
sale, all of the land embraced in the ab a n ­ 
doned m ilitary reservations which have 
been turned over to the custody of the in­ 
terior departm ent under the act of June 5, 
1834. 
The order directs th a t as each res- 
i creation is surveyed aud platted it shall 
; be at once so reported to the departm ent, 
j th at appraisers m ay lie appointed ami the 
lands offcreil for sale a t as early a day 
as possible.

tured b y th e C onfederates w as 
to 
be hanged a sa sp y. 
General 
B utler 
w as n o t long in m aking up his m ind 
w h at to do. 
A flag of truce w as im ­ 
m ed iately sen t to th e prison er’s fa­ 
ther, w ho w as then com m anding the 
forces of th e enem y before R ichm ond, 
n otifyin g him th a t if th e Union m an 
w as hung then ‘R im y’ Ijee w ould pay 
the forfeit w ith his life. 
A ccom pany­ 
ing th e letter from General 
B utler 
w as one frorh ‘R im y’ Ijee him self to 
his father, in which he sta ted how 
he had been captured and w as kept in 
close coftfineinent,being held as h ostage 
for a m an who had been captured by 
th e C onfederates and w as in danger of 
hanging. 
It is neediees to add th a t 
orders were soon issued from th e Con­ 
federate headq u arters rem oving the 
sentence of d eath which hung over the 
head of th e m an captured by the Con­ 
federates.

Since the trial of 
the famous 
Vaudry-Turgeon adultery 
case in which the former was acquitted, 
Father Vaudry’s faculties as priest have 
been suspended by the Bishop, and as he 
claims 
under the canonical law he 
should have been restored to his pre­ 
vious standing long beforo this, but as 
the Bishop at St. Cloud has refused to 
do this, he has appealed to Home by 
sending a priest to personally represent 
him and present his case. 
Since the 
previous trouble Rev. Father Watry has 
been in charge of the church. On Sat­ 
urday latt however, Father Vaudry made 
up his mind to resume his rights at St. 
Francis church which lie claimed were 
unjustly held 
from him under 
this 
church law which “makes a sentence a 
nullity pending an appeal,” and In ac­ 
cordance with a common consent ob­ 
tained at a meeting held W cdnesday 
evening previous, m company with three 
or four of Ins church members and fol­ 
lowers he repaired to Father Watry’s resi­ 
dence to notify him and prepare for 
mass next morning. 
According to the 
statement of the gentlemen who were 
present a very exciting time ensued in 
which hot words passed between the two 
priests which ended up in Father Wat­ 
ry’s telling Father Vaudry to go ahead 
and he would go to St. Cloud Monday. 
But this did not end the matter. 
When 
the people went to attend mass the next 
morning they could not get in and soon 
a large crowd had congregated in front 
of the church.

in mills at this point, the time to run 
twenty-five years. 
It is something to 
the credit of the company to sec that 
they are not trying to make a large sum 
from the use of the power, but on the 
contrary arc offering to donate it to any­ 
one who will utilize the same. 
This 
shows conclusively that the dam com­ 
pany are trying to benefit the city and 
county in return for the money which 
was voted by the citizens to help the 
project along. 
Even the gentlemen who 
were so much opposed to building the 
dam at the brick yard are now convinc­ 
ed that everything is for the best and 
that the work is being put in in g o o d 
faith, although they stated ai first that 
the project was only a scheme. 
The 
dam is being put in to stay and Brnin- 
erd’s future prosperity is assured.

Ad Ugly Sets. 
The scene at St. Francis Catholic 
church last Sunday morning was one 
that was not altogether creditable to the 
participants, and one that should not 
have happened. The principals in tho 
disturbance were Rev. T. A. Vaudry and 
Rev. Francis Watry. Since the trial of 
the famous 
Vaudry-Turgcon adultery 
case in which the former was acquitted, 
Father Vaudry’s faculties as priest have 
been suspended by the Bishop, and as he 
claims 
under the canonical law he 
should have been restored to his pre­ 
vious standing long before this, but as 
the Bishop at St. Cloud bas refused to 
do this, he has appealed to Rome by 
sending a priest to personally represent 
him and present his case. 
Since the 
previous trouble Rev. Father Watry has 
been in charge of the church. On Sat­ 
urday lait however, Father Vaudry made 
up his mind to resume his rights at St. 
Francis church which he claimed were 
unjustly held 
from him under 
this 
church law which “ makes a sentence a 
nullity pending an appeal,” and in ac­ 
cordance with a common consent ob­ 
tained at a meeting held W ednesday 
evening previous, rn company with three 
or four of his church members and fol­ 
lowers he repaired to Father W atry’s resi­ 
dence to notify him and prepare for 
mass next morning. According to the 
statement of the gentlemen who were 
present a very exciting time ensued in 
which hot words passed between the two 
priests which ended up in Father W at­ 
ry ’s telling Father Vaudry to go ahead 
and he would go to St. Cloud Monday. 
But this did not end the matter. 
When 
the people went to attend mass the next 
morning they could not get in and soon 
a large crowd had congregated in front 
of the church. 
When a Difir.vrcn scribe 
arrived on the scene the chief of police 
was standing guard al the door with 
Father Vaudry asking him by what right 
he refused to let him into the church, 
while on the outside of the fence Father 
Watry, the priest in charge, appeared in 
a very excited state of mind, and dining 
the parley that followed he said that he 
“ intended to shoot Father Vaudry if he 
attempted to ascend the steps of the al­ 
ter’’ as he had no right there and was 
n ota priest. 
Vaudry immediately had 
the Rev. Watry arrested for this threat, 
and the case came up in the municipal 
court Monday morning, resulting in his 
discharge, as the threats were qualified. 
Previous to this the trustees had a w ar­ 
rant issued for the arrest of Father Vau­ 
dry and John Hughes for stealing Ute 
Vestments of the church. This trial was 
put off for three weeks on account of 
Mr. Hughes desiring to go to Chicago 
and having made arrangements to go on 
the noon train, the paraphernalia hav­ 
ing been turned over in the meantime. 
The result of these proceedings can­ 
not be anything but scandalous, and 
it is to be regretted that the affair oc­ 
curred. 
Father Vaudry m«y have the 
canon law on Ins side, but it looks to us 
that the move was illadvised, consider­ 
ing the previous condition of things, and 
bad be left the matter entirely with the 
church to settle he would have had ten 
friends to-day where he now has one. 
The people of a church do not as a gen­ 
eral tiling uphold a disturbing element, 
and although the Rev. Father considers 
himself a much abused man, he certain­ 
ly did not help the case by raising the 
hubbub of last Sunday.
